Editor of tho Racine Daily Journal:—A 


farmer wilting to ouo of tho weekly pap-

Ho claims that much 
can bo done with tho taxes as at prosont 
paid, without increasing them, but that 
the work ought to bo dono more system- 
atically. And in this ho is right.

will bo burdened with unjust and exces- 
sive road taxes, owing to tho efforts of 
tho league.

twenty-live ncr more than ono hundred 
dollars: provided that actiun therefor 
shall huve bnen commenced before such 
certificate of marriage shall havo been 
actually delivered to the register of deeds 
of the proper county."

or birth notices arc over rcgistored.

COST OF POTASH FOR CORN. 


The Most Profitable Form In Which to 


Apply Thin Zsncntial Fertilizer. 


The commercial valuo of any fertilizer 


ingredient is not always tho true stand- 
ard of ita value on any particular crop. 
It is well known that tlio corn crop, 
needs liberal su;.l|ries of nitrogen, phos- 
phorio acid <«!<1 potash, but since corn' 
grows tbrci,;jli tho ivholo hot season; 
when nitrification is most active in the 
soil, particularly when, as should al- 
ways bo tha case, a sod is buried for the 
corn, the artificial application of nitro- 
gen is.seldom profitable iu this crop at 
its commercial .valuation, while potash 
iu some form is always profitable, par- 
ticularly on sanely soils near tJo sea- 
coast, either north or south. 


It is interesting then to consider what 


is the most profitable form in which to 
apply this essential fertilizer to the corn 
crop. Tho prolitof using potash on corn 
has been well shown ac various agri- 
cultural experiment stations. In New? 
Jersey an application' of potash gave an 
increase of .SO bushels per acre, or dou- 
bled tho crop, having an especially ex- 
callent effect, too,.upon tho increase of 
f odder or stover, much more, in fact, than 
upon the grain. Tho. Massachusetts sta- 
tion found thatpotash fertilization gave, 
au average increase of 11.8 bushels of 
corn and 1,308 pounds o£ fodder. 
The 


Kentucky station found tint potash not 
only gave a profitable increase in tho 
corn crop, but benefited tho crops in 
years succeeding its application to tho 
corn. 


The West Virginia station inada an 


interesting series 
of. experiments to 


show the valuo of tho different forms of 
potash on corn, with tho following re- 
sults: They found that tho averaged in- 
creased yield produced by a pound of 
potash in tho form of kainit was 31.83 
pounds per acre, in the form of sulphate 
of potash 2").74 pounds and in the 
i'ormof imiriato of potash 13.01 pounds. 
Tho average cost of kainit to produce a 
bushel of corn was !). 00 cents, of sul- 
phate of potash J 0.38 cents and of mu- 
riato of potash 1B.H5 cents. 


This result is of great importance to 


all who use potash on tho corn crop, bat 
it will not tlo to assume that tho same 
results will bo obtained with other 
crops, explains W. F. Massoy in a let- 
ter to Country Gentleman. Potatoes, 
says ho, for instance, require largo 
quantities of potash, and in getting it 
in the form of Irainit there woa'.d bo 
danger of getting too much chloride of 
soda. 
With this crop tlio muriate has 


always given rho largest yield, and tho 
Bulphato usually tho best quality. 


Potatoes In Michigan. 


For southern Michigan cither early 


plaatiug in April or late planting in 
Juuo is recommended, since potatoes 
planted iu cither of those mouths are 
moro npt to oscnpo injury from drought 
than when planting occurs at iuterme^ 
tliate'tlatcs. 
i?or late planting the Into 


varieties nro preferred at tho Michigan 
station, where 174 so called varieties 
havo been tester1.. Summit was tho most 
prodnctivo variety grown.

Amount of Water Tn Irrigation. 


J. W. Sanborn, Utah station, began 


in 1800 experiments with grain to as- 
certain the .amount of water to be used 
in irrigation. 
These experiments were 


continued in .ISOS on wheat'jand also on 
timothy. 
On tho wheat wa'for was ap- 


plied at rates sufficient to saturate the 
soil to depths of 4, 8 •.<, Zy,, 2, 1,'rf and 
three-quarters feet, and on timothy at 
tho first; five of these rates. Tho results 
aro thv.s BUiuuiurizefl: Thu plnuts on 
soil saturated to the depth of !>•„ feet 
gavo a better crop of grain than those 
on soil receiving a greater or less 
amount of v.'rtter. For timothy tho plats 
saturated 2>j feet deep gavo tho best 
results. 
Where water applied is small 


in amount the temperature grows higher 
on decreasing amounts. Water applied 
to gravolly soils appears, to evaporate 
inside of 12 days.

Merits of DrlUinK Versus TJroiulcast Sow- 
ing ;i* Considered by a Wisconsin Farmer. 


Drilling or broadcast sowing of wheat 


—which? 


This is a question upon which there 


is something to bo said on both sides. 
It depends upon (ho time of tho year in 
which tho sowing is to bo done and the 
condition ot tbo land. If it is spring 
sowing, nad tho land is ivoudy, broad- 
cast is thought by many to bo tho better 
plan. Others say that, under tho condi- 
tions given above, it is better to use tho 
drill. They say that tho drill puts iii 
tho grain at a uniform rtaptb; that it 
will como up much more evenly and 
BO grow and ripen all at tho same time, 
and that if wo aro caught by a drought 
—which often' happens in this country 
—tho grain will stand it much better 
than when sown broadrastf 
The weed 


objection can bo disposed of by follow- 
ing the drill with smoothing harrow, 
but not 'follow iimaedistojy with tha 
harrow. .Wait Ibrco or four clays for 
the weed scods that, areuenr the.surface 
to Bpi'out, and then n-inning over .with 
tbo'harrow will kill them hull will not 
iujuro^tho grain, as it is lying in tho 
bottom' of itin dHll inarlc and will not 


bo disturbed.: .This will givo the. grain 
.a chance to start before, tho weeds, and 
then it will take caro of-itself. " ;. ' :•' , 


But it is in the sowing of winter wheat 


tbat tho value of.tho drill is most plain- 
Jy.ee'en.' The liability to winter kill is 
the ono great drawback to tho raising of 
winter wheat And this risk is a good 
deal lessened .by the use of • the drill in 
tho sending, writes a correspondent from 
'Wisconsin to Prairie Farmer. He adds: 


I would havo tbo land well fitted be- 


fore, the seeding, and then • put in-the- 
seed with tho drill, and not harrow it. 
Leavo it -rough, just as the drill leaves 
it 
This looks liko a slovenly way of 


farming, but I think, tbe.good results 
that, will follow" will justify _one in 
leaving-it with 'that. unfinished appear- 
ance,' All who have' carefully' observed 
toow that-when wo have plenty of snow 
in tho winter, 60 thatthe-ground is cov- 
ered, and then is thoroughly wet in"the 
spring, when, tho snow-goes off, we sel- 
dom lose our wheat.' So it is largely a 
.question of moisture- in the ground. 


Now comes the advantages of our 


rough ground as the.drill leavaait. The 
first light snow that falls does not blow 


off, 
but tho drill marks ara filled up, 


and the wheat is kept covered, am! if it 
thaws the water stays iu drill track so 
tho wheat is wet and is not so likley to 
be injured by freezing and thawing as 
it would bo If the ground wore-'dry. 
Wheat roots always freeze and thaw 
moro or lass in winter in this'latittlde, 
but if tho ground is wet tbe frost aomfes 
out without injury to .tho plant, but.if 
tbo earth is dry tho moisture is absorbed, 
from tbo roots'as the'-frost comes out, 
and tho result is death to tho plant. 


Ono word of caution to those that use 


tho dfill'for either spring or fall grain: 
Bo careful not to put tho grain in too 
doep. If tho ground is well fitted and 
mallow, this caution is especially necos- 
sary. 
' 


Fnctn About Alfalfa. 


Alfalfa-had best bo sown early in-the 


spring if the soil is in good condition. 
There is danger of. in.-jury from hard 
freezing. Alfalfa has.douo better in tbe 
dry regions of tbo west, often on sandy 
soil, than it has aase of tbo Mississippi 
river. It thrives best where it can be 
irrigated, but there seems no good rea- 
son why it should not thrive fairly well 
on sandy soil in northern Illinois. From 
] 0 to 20 pounds of seed per acre aro ad- 
vised to bo sown. 


Better success may be expected if tho 


seed is sown alone rather • than with a 
nurse or grain crop. .While when well 
established tho plants are hardy and 
continue to grow for a series of years, 
there has often been difficulty iu secur-: 
ing a satisfactory 'stand and "growth 
tbo first year. The young plants arS In- 
jured by scvero cold. It should not be 
pastured, at least not closely, tbe first 
season. 


This alfalfa is of very great value in 


much of tho drier part of tho country. 
On tho other hand, while it has been 
tried iu a multitude of cases iu tho Mis- 
sissippi valley and farther east, it has 
not come into general use east of the 
Mississippi and rarely oast of the Mis- 
souri. Where red clover thrives well al- 
falfa is hardly to be recommended, says 
The Breader's Gazette.

.urns by mail. .To Mr. Cooper cf Indiana 
must bo credited the ono success after tho 
first-Wilson bill-authorizing tho taxation

LIEUT. BAKER'S OBSERVATIONS. 


Made nt Chlcngo During tlie American 


Jtnllway Union Strike. 


SrnixeviELU, Ills., Feb. L'3.—An inter- 


esting report ou tho Illinois National 
Guard for the year ended Sept. 30, 18D1, 
has boon forwarded to the war depart- 
ment at Washinzton by Lieutenant D. J. 
Baker, Jr., of tho Twelfth United States 
infantry. Tho report contains an inter- 
esting account ot tho actions ot tho state 
militia during tho labor riots of last year. 
Lieutenant Baker was ordered by tho 
war department at Washington to go 
about through the state with tbo state 
troops last year for tho purpose of taking 
observations as to the behavior ot the 
troops whilo on active duty and as to 
their equipment, and ho says their be- 
havior was excellent as a rule.
